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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: in claim 1, lines 18-21, "the distance between the chopping axis and the table 
plane being at least about 0.79 times the radius of the blade, and a distance between the arbor and 
the table plane when the saw assembly is in a lowered position is between about 0.671 and about 
0.6775 times the radius of the blade" must be shown. Figure 7 currently shows element ABP 
being greater than element AABP. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
applicant's representative, Mr. Adan Ayala, on March 30, 2007.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims define a 
miter saw with a motor that drives a saw blade via a first gear disposed on a portion of the arbor 
attached to the saw blade, wherein the first gear meshes with an intermediate gear, which in turn 
meshes with a second gear that is driven by a belt connected to the motor. The second gear is 
above a line drawn between the motor shaft and the arbor. 

Ushiwata (5,425,294) teaches a first gear disposed on a portion of an arbor that drives a 
saw blade, wherein the first gear meshes with an intermediate gear, which in turn meshes with a 
second gear that is driven by a motor. Ushiwata does not teach a belt connected between the 
second gear and the motor axis, and does not teach that the second gear is above a line drawn 
between the motor axis and the arbor. 

Tsune (5,974,927) teaches a backlash eliminator for eliminating backlash between the 
gears used to drive saw blade via a belt connected to a motor axis. Tsune does not teach a 
second gear is above a line drawn between the motor axis and the arbor. 
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Bergler (4,531,441) teaches a miter saw that has a motor that is mounted at an angle to 
the arbor attached to the saw blade, wherein the saw blade is driven via a belt connected to the 
motor axis. Bergler does not teach a first gear, an intermediate gear or a second gear. 

It would not have been obvious to combine the references with other prior art teachings 
in order to meet the claims limitations
